Power transmission, for lighting and 
manufacturing purposes, though its 
future possibilities are enormous, is 
largely undeveloped; so, to some ex- 
tent is the electric railway: so. most 
of all, perhaps, is the telephone, 
though already one system alone has 
nearly two and a half million tele- 
phones in use. 
All of these utilities 


use vast amounts of copper not ouly 
lu the form' of wire, but in the pow- 
erful and mysterious machinery by 
which they are operated. 


Undoubtedly the telephone system 


is the largest single user of copper in 
this country 'to-day, and that means 
the largest user In the world. Of the 
heavy copper wire'or pole lines, the 
lighter equipment of local service 
and the tiny filaments in the cables 
which constitute half the wire mile- 
age of oue system there are upward 
of 
5,000,000 
mile's.

made a record In swimming and was 
cst size cable incloses in its leaden 
eheatn 1,200 separate wires and 
conies in 66-foot lengths, so that al- 
together it is made up of 140 miles 
of copper threads; the average length 
sections of cables used for under- 
ground work In the big cities is 500 
feet, which means 120 miles of wire, 
lu addition to the copper in the tele- 
phone lines there are millions of 
miles of wire In the intricate appara- 
tus of central offices and the connec- 
tions on subscribers'-premises One 
of the 10,000 line switchboards used 
in the big telephone centers includes 
4,000 
miles 
of wire—enough 
to 


reach from, say, St. Louis to Liver- 
pool if It were pieced together in a 
single line. 


The switchboards in the ten larg- 


est cities in the country have about 
05,000 miles of wire in them, not 
counting the tiny copper threads— 
no coarser. Insulation and all, than 
the finest thread of cotton which the 
American housewife uses for sewing 
-—which are wound about the mag- 
nets and relays of which there is a 
set for every subscriber's line that 
comes Into the board. In a single re- 
lay is half a pound of copper, spun 
out to a length of three-tenths of a 
mile. There is from half a mile to a 
miles of wire in each of the relays 
connected with the cords by which the 
operators at central join two circuits 
together; and every operator who 
answers calls has 17 of these cords 
while the trunk operators, who con- 
nect oue central office with another, 
but do not answer subscribers' calls 
directly, have 25 cords. Altogether 
there are 200,000 miles of fine wire 
In the relays of the switchboards of 
the ten largest telephone cities. 


In manufacturing processes, for 


utensils as well as machinery, cop- 
per has taken the place of other me- 
tals In many ways. Sugar factories 
and refineries depend tipon It for 
thtMr pans, pulp and paper mills for

ently of those on the other, and It 
has two lateral centers of perception 
—sensation and motion—besides 
the 


common one in which must reside 
the faculty of concentration, says the 
Scientific American. 


The eyes move independently 
of 


one another and convey separate im- 
pressions to their respective centers 
of perception 
The consequence Is 


that when the animal is agitated its 
movements resemble those of two ani- 
mals or rather perhaps two halves of 
animals glued together. 
Each 
half 


wishes to go its own way and there 
is no concordance of action. 


The chamelo' n, therefore, is 
the 


only four-legged vertebrate that is un- 
able to swim; it becomes so fright- 
ened when dropped into water that 
all faculty of concentration, is lost 
and the creature tumbles about as if 
in a state of intoxication. 


When a chameleon is undisturbed 


every impulse to motion is referred 
to the proper tribunal and the whole 
organism acts in accordance with its 
decrees.

The earliest English state lottery 


of which there is any record was in 
15C9, 
when 40,000 chances were sold 


at ten shillings each, the drawing tak- 
ing place in the west 
door of St. 


Paul's cathedral. The prizes consisted 
of articles of plate, and the profits 
were employed for the repair of cer- 
tain harbors. 


Early in the reign of Queen Anne 


private lotteries were suppressed, "as 
public nuisances." 
but government

from 1709 to 1824 considerable sums 
were annually raised in lotteries au- 
thorized by act of parliament.

Everyone who feels a spark of 


pride in the early history of his coun- 
try and in the early heroes of the old 
Granite state will read with pleasure 
of the passage through the committee 
on library and through the Senate 
of -the bill to provide for a statue at 
Manchester, this staite, of General 
John Stark.

Jersey, for it >was in that state Gen- 
eral Stark achieved some of his most 
notable successes in battle.

ates, but failed of further progress. 
Now, after a lapse of five years, it is 
taken up by the fifty-ninth Congress.

The Dryden report tells us that 


Stark "was one of the most distin- 
guished officers of the Revolutionary 
army. He enlisted at the first out- 
break and served almost continuously 
throughout the eighi years of war. 
As a recruiting officer and organizer 
of troops he 
was most 
successful, 


and on the field of battle he was cool 


• and 
recklessly 
brave. 
Historians 


give him high rank in the world's list 
ot military commanders. 
He was In 


command of the left wing of the Am- 
erican line at the battle of Bunker 
EB11, and was in almost all 
of 
the 


TMittles which were 'fought 
in 
New 


England during the war. He organ- 
ized the First New Hampshire regi- 
ment and afterwards organized sev- 
eral other regiments. 
He took part 


in the attack on Three Rivers: was 
In command of 'the right ^ing of the 
advance guard at the battle of Tren- 
ton; was at the battle of Princeton, 
and was in command of the American 
army at the battle of 
Bennington. 


For his brilliant services at the bat- 
tle of Bennlr.slcn he was presented,. 
the thanks of Congress.

gaged in seteral other minor haul- 
and held nmportant commands u 
the close of the war. 
In 1786 he re 


ceived the rank of major general by

This is done under an order issued

Ic Returned On A Bill To Reorganize 


Hospital Corps 


Five bills affecting the 
personnel 


of the navy were ordered fa\orably 
reported to the House by the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs Saturday. 
One, by Roberts of Massachusetts, for 
the reorganization and increase 
of 


the efficiency of the Hospital Corps 
of the United States Navy, provides 
that the coips shall consist of chief 
pharmacists, pharmacists, chief phar- 
macists' mates, pharmacists' 
mates, 


•first and second classes, and hospital 
appieruices. The mimber 
of 
chief 


pharmacists and 
pharmacists 
shall 


not exceed fifty, and they are to be 
appointed by the President, and have 
the status of warrant officers with 
the rank, pay, allowances and privil- 
eges of such. 


Among the other bills ordered re- 


ported were Mr. Loud's bill for re- 
tirement in the next higher grade of 
all officers below rear admiral who 
served in the Civil War and 
were 


honorably retired before the passage 
of the personnel act of 1899; Senator 
Penrose's bill providing that all na- 
tional military service be counted in 
computing time for retirement of of- 
ficers and enlisted men of the navy, 
and Mr. Roberta's bill providing suit- 
able medals for officers and men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps who par- 
ticipated on tlie Monitor, the Cumber- 
land and the Congress 
when 
they

"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their movements, 
and besides, whea the sun is behind 
the cavahy. the horses' legs can be 
seen through ihs canvas. 


The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of 
various heather-like shrubs picked up 
on the veldt. Hhese plants were in 
many cases strung upward and dawn- 
ward from the trappings, and gave the 
appearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across ihc sky line, of waving 
vegetation."

lo the Sophi. «'as oue of the two euor- 
mouse diamonds which adorned the 
throne of Xadirchah and was called 
by the Persians "Moon of the Moun- 
tains." When Nadir was assassinat- 
ed his treasures wi-rc pillaged and his 
precious stones wt-re divided between 
H»me soldiers, who conceakd them. 


An Armenian named Shafrms. who 


li\vd with his brothers in the town ol 
Basaora. was one day accosted by an 
Afghan, who offered for sale a large 
diamond, with a hundred o.her pieces 
of less value, for a small sum. Say- 
ing he had not the nocesjary funds for 
the purchase. Shafras asked the Af- 
ghan to call again. The diamond sel- 
ler was evidently suspicious of Sha- 
fras. for he disappeared froia the 
town and could not be found for years. 
At last the elder of Shafras' brothers 
came across him at Bagdad just af:«.-r 
he had disposed of his gems. The pur- 
chaser, who was a Hebrew, refused 
double the arnouir he had paid for the 
stones, so the three brothers conspired 
to kill him fcr the possession 
of 


thc-m. 
When ihis had been accom- 


plish they followed the Afghan, pois- 
oned him and threw the bodies of 
their two victims in:o the Euphrates. 
Next the brothers disagreed 
among 


themselves, and tho eldest disposed 
.of the others in the same way they 
had rid themselves of the Hebrew and 
the Afghan. 


ghafras next appeared az the courts 


of Europe, offering his great diamond 
for sale. Catherine of Russia (Cath- 
erine II.J had the man invited to 
court and put 
into 
communication 


with the court jeweller. The condi- 
tions offered Shafras were:—Letters 
of nobiliiy. an annuity of ten thous- 
and rubles, five hundred thousand ru- 
bles, payable in tenths from year to 
year. Shafras held out for six hun- 
dred thousand rubles in cash. Count 
Pancin. who was Minister at the time, 
launched the Armenian in a style of 
life which obliged him to contract 
lar^ debts, and when he knew tthat 
Shafras had no longer a sou with 
which to meet them he broke off nego- 
tiations. According to the laws of the 
country, Shafras could not leave the 
empire or even the town without pay- 
ing his debts, so his position was pain- 
fully embarrassing. 
The jeweller of 


the court was prepared to profit by 
the Armenian's distress, but the man 
was too sharp for him. He secretly 
sold some inferior s'.oaes to his com- 
patriots, paid his debts and disap- 
peared. 


It was fully ten years before he 


was again heard from. Then he reap- 
peared in Astrakhan en his way to 
Turkey. 
Negotiations were reopened 


and Catherine became possessor of the 
stones. The price paid was the letters 
of nobility, six hundred thousand sil- 
ver rubles in a:s'gnrits. 


Shafras. being unable to return to 


his native land, settled in Astrakhan, 
and married. 
Twenty j cars later he 


was poisoned by one of his son-in- 
laws, who gained little by his death, 
fcr the immense fortune was soon dis- 
sipated. Several of the grandchildren 
are now living in Aclrakta:: in ab- 
ject po\er.y. 


The Profit in Crapes. 


An enthusiast writes: "The grape it 


the poor man's iruit. especially cnc 
vi ho has only a house lot of the smal- 
lest possible dim-cnsions. 
lie 
can 


plant vines beside Us cottage and 
their roots will extend and profitably 
occupy every inch of ground under- 
neath it, and from that small space 
produce all the trui. his family can 
consume, while the vines afford shade 
and protection and add beauty to his 
little home, occupying no space, eith- 
er above or below the ground, to in- 
terfere with other in.erests, and pro- 
ducing more fruit in less time and 
with less labor and attention than any 
other thing that was ever planted." 


Growing cf grapes in graperies fur- 


nishes an important source of jev- 
enue in torns coun.ries, notably Bel- 
gium and the Channel islands, where 
large quantities are annually grown 
and exported. The United States is 
a good customer for them, as high as 
35 cents to 75 cents a pound wholesale, 
and ¥2 to $3 and e\en more a pound 
retail, being paid for the truit. Grape 
growing in pots is much prat- iced m 
parts of Europe, and especially in 
France, where the vines are largely 
used for decorative purposes on fes- 
tive occasions. 


Shipping and keeping grapes in cork 


dust is quite an industry in some of the 
European csrape districts. A consid- 
erable quantity of such grapes, ship- 
ped from Spain, is annually consum- 
ed in the United States.

s crm had passed and the province or 
Scble^xvig-Hohiteiii had been wrexvd 
from the nation. Crotwijj and other 
patriots conceived and carried out the 
"high s-chcol" SI-IKaao and finally suc- 
ceeded 13 attracting to these schools 
all that was bes. and most aspiration- 
al in the life of the peasantry and pea- 
pie. The aim of the teachers was not 
so much to impart knowledge as to 
stimulate tho reflective powers, so as 
to arouse in ihe minds cf their pupils 
thoughts on the value and purpose of 
life. 


\Vitb this object in view the found- 


ers of the scheme took into asocial 
consideration when choosing tueir 
reaching staff the personal qualities 
of the teacher, the amount of mag- 
netism in his personality, so to £.peak, 
and placed these qualifications above 
those of academic attainments. 
The 


warden or head of each school is tne 
best and the head of the family gath- 
ered together under his roof; -fcr the 
students board in his house during 
the school terms. 
AS most of the 


pupils are drawn from the class of 
agricultural laborei-s and small farm- 
er<;, thi- men 'take the winter term 
from November till ApriJ. and the 
women the summer term from May 
to August. 
The course is really a 


two years' one. but it is at tho op- 
tion of the pupils to attend for a 
term only. 
The inclusive cost for 


board and teaching is thirty-three shil- 
lings a month, and the poorest of the 
students who cannot save enough to 
pay this sum, or who cannot afford 
to spend so much time away from 
their farms without pecuniary assist- 
ance, are helped by the State with 
about two-thirds cf iheir expenses. 


No examination is required of pupils 


either on entering or on leaving the 
schools, and as the principal aim in 
teaching is to arouse the intellectual 
life, the course of study consists of 
lectures on history, postry and biog- 
raphy. The "high schools," in which 
there are now altogether over (j.Ouo 
students, have taken as their mo>:to 
the quotation, "1 am a man; there- 
fore everything that conceius a maa 
is of interest to me." 
Before each 


lecture a- national or religious song 
from th« rich stores of the Danish 
language is sung by the pupils, aad 
the spiritual life that is inculcated by 
example even more than by precept 
is not one of asceticism or of self- 
denial, but of full, well-balanced de- 
velopment and self-expression. 


The Danes themselves attribute the 


marked rise aad intellectual develop- 
ment of the peasantry and the power 
of combination displayed by the tillers 
of the soil to ever-Increasing influence 
of the "high school" movement. The 
agriculturis.s save money and make 
sacrifices in order that their sons and 
daughters may enjoy the iatc-Jlectual 
and spiritual culture that the "high 
schools" offer. 
The only analogous 


mc\ eraent v/o have in Great Bri.ain is 
the burning desire on the part cf ta-c 
Scotch peasantry and small Scotch 
farmers for education. 
In England 


it would appear difficult to create r 
similar demand among c::r rural pop- 
ulation. This may be because in '.he 
past country life has not baan synony- 
mous with intellectual life, except for 
the rich and well placed. 


Now that the intellectual needs of 


various classes aro being mere scien- 
tifically s.udicd, an intimate knowl- 
edge of the working of these Danish 
schools, which have toeii so success- 
ful 
in revolutioni/sing 
intellectual!:, 


and spiritually th.5 rural life cf Den- 
mark, might be cf special value to 
members of rural educational councils 
in England.

trator, appellee. 
The case 
•was a 


probate appeal, transferred on 
the 


appellant's bill of 
exception, 
from 


the April term, 3905. of the superior 
court, by Judge Stone. 


"January 24. 1901", says the 
su- 


preme court decision, ''William 
J. 


Mendum, one of the heirs of the de- 
ceased, and the appeallant, were ap- 
pointed administrators, giving a joint 
and several bond. 
January 3, 1902, 


upon petition of the 
administrators, 


the estate was decreed to be adminis- 
tered in the insolvent course. 
Sub- 


sequently .;he appellee was appoint- 
ed administrator de bonis non. 
The 


co-administrators 
during 
all 
the 


period of their 
administration col- 


lected the rents of the real estate, 
and paid the taxes, insurance 
and 


water rates. 
Mendum embezzled a 


part of the money received by him 
and the plaintiff, and fled; and the 
account was 
presented 
for 
settle- 


ment by the plaintiff. 
Upon that ac- 


counting, the probate court charged 
the plaintiff with 'the net 
rents of 


the real estate from the beginning of 
the administration. 
From this or- 


der he appealed, alleging as reasons 
for the appeal 'that a large part of 
the sum for which he was 
charged 


was for the money collected by the* 
administrators between the date of 
the grant of*admiuis:ration and the 
date of the decree ordering the estate 
to be settled as insolvent; that the 
estate is not in fact insolvent; and 
will finally prove to be solvent. Up- 
on morion of the defendant the court 
dismissed the appeal on the ground 
that the reasons assigned 
therefor 


were not sufficient, and the plaintiff 
excepted." 


Samuel W. Emery and 
Burnham, 


Brown, Jones and Warren appeared 
for the plaintiff. 


Frink, Marvin and Batchelder were 


counsel for the defendant. 


In the decision the case is argued 


at length and the statutes and vari- 
ous precedents quoted. The supreme 
court decision concludes as follows: 


''The fact, if it be one, 
that 
the 


heirs were guilty of a fraud upon the 
plaintiff and his sureties in recom- 
mending and procuring the appoint- 
ment of William J. 
Mendum as co- 


administrator, 
in 
consequence 
of 


whose embezzlement of the funds of 
the estate 
this 
controversy arose, 


furnishes no reason why the plaintiff 
should not account to the administra- 
tor de bonis non for the assets of the 
estate legally 
chargeable 
to him. 


Whether upon the final accounting or 
upon the application for a decree of 
distribution of the 
funds 
remaining 


among the heirs, or upon other appro- 
propriate proceedings, 
the 
plaintiff 


and his sureties will be able to pro- 
tec; themselves against the suggested 
iraud of the heirs, it is not necessary 
to determine at 
this intermediate 


point in the settlement of the estate. 
The settlement of the plaintiff's ac- 
count is not an adjudication of the 
absolute right of the 
heirs to 
the 


funds that may finally remain in the 
hands of the administrator; nor does 
it conclude the right of the 
plaintiff 


and his sureties to redress in some 
form of 
procedure 
for 
actionable 


fraud on the part of the heirs. 
That 


issue was not determined by the pro- 
bate decree.
